REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In presenting this our annual report on schools for the year 


ending Feb. 15th, 1896, it gives the School Board pleasure to say, 


that during the year the majority of our schools may be reported 
as most satisfactory. There have been eight schools for the sum- 
mer and fall and nine in the winter, 253 weeks in all. Fourteen 
different teachers have been employed and two hundred pupils 
have been enrolled as shown by the teacher’s reports. $2508.14 
has been expended for instruction in the various branches mak- 
ing the average sum for each scholar, $12,50. Our aim has been 
to secure competent teachers and retainthem throughout the year 
and longer when possible. And while we might call attention to 
the various efforts and successes of each teacher, but what we 
might say of one wou!d only be a repetition of what might be 
said of nearly all, so we will simply say we believe a faithful 
discharge of their duties has been the rule, not the exception; al- 
though some deserve particular mention for securing good order, 
diligence and thoroughness. There have been some minor fail- 
ures but in no instance to our knowledge can blame for such 
failures be attached to the teacher, for it sometimes happens that 
outside influences intrude upon the success of ‘he school and as 


a result the interest is divided, the influence is not for good, but 


for evil, and as a relief rather than a regret to both pupils and 
teachers, the term closes. In looking over the registers, we find, 
we are sorry to say it, the usual number of ‘‘tardinesses.” At 
whose doors shall this be laid, the pupil’s, the teacher’s or the 
parents’? We very much fear that in most cases the last men- 
tioned. Lt is also a fact much to be lamented that ia some of the 


schools the scholars absent themselves day after day for no reason 


except that they do not care to attend school and so stay away. 
If such scholars have not made advancement in their studies, 
have not passed at the examinations, it is not the fault of the 
teacher. Still the Board are glad to sav these are the exceptions, 
not the rule. We have endeavored to labor for the interest of 
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the community and run the schools with an intelligent oversight, 
‘and to know as nearly as possible the worth of each teacher and 
the progress of every school and so far 98 possible every scholar, 
but honest efforts on the part of the Board and faithful service 
on the part of the teacher must be seconded and assisted by 
every parent in town to reap the highest reward. May the 
registers of 1896 on their visiting column, at least once in the 
year show the name of every person in Orford, who has a child 
in the school-room. Parents, Citizens, don’t allow your ideas 
of the real value of our schools to be based upon the exagerated 
reports of the pupils or the gossip in the stores and other public 
places but base them upon your own personal knowledge. In 
closing our report the Board feels confident that our schools and 
scholars have not only made their usual improvement, but have 
made such advancement that we may justly feel proud of the re- 
sults attained.
